W HEREAS by an A6l paffed in the forty-feventh year of the reign 
of His prefent Majefty, intituled, “ An A6t, for increafing the Militia 
of Ireland, under certain Limitations and Reftriaions,” It is among other 
things- ena<?ted, That a General Meeting of the Governor or Governors, 
and Deputy Governors, or of three Deputy Governors at the leaft, of each 
County, ihall, in the manner therein fet forth, appoint the number of Men 
I to be raifed for, and by every parilh, or other place, which numbers fo 

appointed, Ihall be tiie Quota each Pariflj or Place diall furnilli towards the 
number of Men required to be furnidied by the County at large, under the 
Provifions of faid A61 ; and further that it fhall be lawful for the Loitl Lieu- 
tenant or other Chief (rovemor or Governors of Ireland, in fuch cafes as he

Sir, 

I HAVE had the honour of receivingyourLetter of the 1ft iiiftant, addreft'ed to the Governor 
and Deputy Governors of the City of Dublin, requiring an Account of the Sum fixed on as the 
‘‘ Average Price to be paid to each Subftitute to ferve in the Mililia to bo railed by the City, 
“ under the late Aft.” 



And alfo, “ An Account of all Sums of Money which have been paid to any Clerks or other 

Oftlcers, in the execution of the Aft.” 

I have now the honour to acquaint you, by direction of the Governor and Deputy Governors, 
that at a General Meeting held for the purpofe, on the 26th of September 1807, the Sum of Ten 
Pounds was fixed on as a reafonable and fufficient Price for each Subfti.tute; but the Governor 
and Deputy Governors of the County of Dublin, at their Meeting held (fubfequently) for the 
like-purpofe, having fixed the price at Fifteen Pounds per Man; it was found necefiary by the 
Governor and Deputy Governors of the City to raife the Price to Fifteen Pounds alfo, which 
they did at a General Meeting held for that purpofe on the 29th- of Oftober 1807. 

I am alfo direfted to acquaint you, that no money whatever has been paid to the Chief or 
Subdivifional Clerks, or to any other Perfon, for carrying the purpofes of the Aft into effeft. 

And although the Names had been taken down in each Parifti, and the Lifts amended, with 
every other preparation necefiary preparatory to a Ballot, it was not found necefiary to refort 
to it In any one inftance, all the Parifiies having agreed to aflefs themfelves, and provide the 
Men in the manner as recommended in his Grace the Lord Lieutenant's Precepts.

I LAST night did myfelf the honour ©f acknowledging your Letter to me of the Iftinft, and beg 
to fubmit the following in reply. 

For the purpofes of the Ad of the 47th of the King Chap. 56. it was in the County of 
Limerick, at an early period, intended to levy the Money neceffary for the required Men by 
Baronial AflefTment, wliich would have been the eafiea, moft expeditious, and fatisfaftory 
Method; it was afterwards conceived that fucli Mode was not fo confiftent with the words of 
the Aft, and railing the Sum by Parochial Aflefllnent was in confequence attempted, and the 
Precepts forwarded in the fubjoined proportion, for the purpofe of being difpofed of as the 
Deputy Governors at their Subdiviiional Meetings Ihould deem moft advifable. However, 
from peculiar circumftances, by Extra-parochial Places and Glebes not on Pariih Books, and 
feveral degrees of interference between neighbouring Pariflies and adjoining Counties, making 
deficits m feme mftauces of thoufands of Acres, the refpedive Localities were neceflarily obliged 
to be taken into confideration, and AflelTments were in fome inftances made for the purpofes of 
the Aft, but in a varied manner, according to the difcretion of the Deputy Governors at their 
Subdivifional Meetings, they having always in view the moft equitable Mode of taxation fuited 
to the particular circumftances ofthe place.

At a General Meeting of the Deputy Governors of the County of Meath, held at 
t Trim, on Wednel'day the l6th day of March 1808, 

John Pratt Winter, Efqiiirc, in the Chair. 

A Letter of Sir Edward B. Littluliale.s, Baronet, of thefirft of the fame month, having been laid 
before the Meeting, it -was Refolved, That the Clerk of this Meeting be directed to tranfmit 
to Sir Edward B. Littlehales the following Statement, in anfwer to the feveral Inquiries made 
hi the aforefaid Letter. 

That the Sum of Ten Guineas was fixed by the Governors and Deputy Governors of the 
•County bf iMeatb, as tlie Average Price of Subfticules to ferve in the Militia thereof; but it 
appears to this Meeting that in a very large proportion of the County, the Parifiies not bein'r 
able to procure their Quota at the aforefaid price of Ten Guineas per Man, 'it was found necef- 
fary to raife by Subfeription a further Sum, and that Twelve Guineas per Man was the aflual 
expence incurred by the Parifiies through the greater part- of the County: That it does not 
appear to this Meeting that any of the Clerks or other Officers of Divifional Meetings, liave as 
yet received any compenfatiou for their trouble and attendance «n fuch Meetings, in the execu- 
tioti of the-Afl of the 4>7 Geo. III. Sec. 2. Ciiap. 56. the Deputy Governors having deferred 
ovdeiing fuch coinpeufation till the proceeding under the faid Act fhall be terminated thTouriiout 
the ■Comity. 

That it does not appear to this Meeting that any Ballot lias taken place in any Paiifli or 
Difiric't of this County, for the purpofe of raifiiig Men under the aforefaid A<51, except in one 
Parifii, ill which this Meeting is informed that a Ballot had been refewted to, but was not after- 
wards enforced.

In referring to yours of the firft of March, I am to inform you that the Prices fixed by the 
Governors or Deputy Governors, as the reafonable average prices of Subftitules to ferve in the 
Militia, was fix Guineas ; and the fums fi.xed upon to be paid to the Clerks, or other Ofhcers, 
as compenfalion for their trouble and attendance at the difl'erent meetings, was five Guineas 
to the Clerk of the General Meeting, and one Guinea to each of the Sub-divilional Clerks for 
each Meeting: In the divifion in which I ailed as Sub-divifional Clerk (the Barony of Raphoe) 
no Ballot did take place, -the men were all raifed by parochial afi'eflinent at the above fum, 
and I think they were raifed throughout the County in the fame manner; that information 
would be afcertained accurately, by applying to the different Sub-divifional Clerks for Returns. 

I would have had the honour of anfwering your letter of the ift March, but did fuppofe 
the. information required by it was fufliciently given by the return at that time made by the- 
Serjeaiit Major of the Donegal Militia, with whom I communicated. 

There is no-Governor refident in this County to whom I can deliver your letters, when they 
come directed in that manner, andthe Deputy Governors do not like to aill individually.
